Two New Jersey pastors have been 1 
rebuking their parishioners for m ak­ 
ing penny contributions, taking care, 
however, to declare that they 
were 
not condemning persons 
who 
gavel 
pennies because they could afford no 
more. 
The pastors condemned those who 
could well give dollars but who gave 
only pennies and nickels. 
The speak­ 
ers deplored the fact that iii 
their 
particular churches the burden of the 
expense was carried by the poor, who; 
gave too much. 
There is a curious coincidence 
be-' 
tween the utterances of these two pas­ 
tors and a showing recently made that j 
the prosperity of even the fashionable 
church, St. George’s, New York, rest­ 
ed mainly, not upon its rich members, 
hut upon the poor people, who by their 
pennies and nickels piled up $1S,000 a 
year.

The blanche*! roots of the udo have 
a characteristic flavor, and if proper­ 
ly cooked furnish a delicious dish. 
It is a plant requiring little 
care, 
and with th e same 
space 
devoted 
to it yields about the same amount 
of food as asparagus. It grows to a 
height of ten feet or more and can 
be forced each spring for a t least six 
years. Aside from its value as a food 
plant, the udo is regarded as a dis­ 
tinct find for bee keepers inasmuch 
as its flowers attracts, great swarms 
of honey bees. It grows well in moist 
regions, particularly 
New 
England, 
the Atlantic states, as far south as 
the Carolinas, in the rainy region of 
Puget Sound and in the trucking sec­ 
tions of California. 
Perhaps the greatest difficulty con­ 
nected with the cultivation of the udo 
is t,he blanching of the shoots. It is 
these that are regarded as the real 
delicacy, for the flavor of the steins 
when green has a centain rankness 
which is unpleasant to most palates. 
Various methods of 
blanching 
the 
early shoots h&ve therefore been ex­ 
perimented with. In California, excel­ 
lent results have been obtained by 
mounding up the earth in the early 
spring over each plant much as is 
done with asparagus. Elsewhere, how­ 
ever, the late frosts make the soil 
too cold and the shoots are slow in 
coming through. 
Udo soup and salad are among the 
'dishes suggested by the department.

Tile greatest friends of the rod and 
retd fishermen, are dying by Hie lmn- 
tlrtd:, along the Orange county coast. 
Those friends of the 
fishermen 
are 
known to the fraternity as barracuda 
hawks. 
The birds are held in high re­ 
gard among tho anglers owing to the 
fact that they are the best indicators 
of Hie whereabouts of game 
fish. A 
boatload of rod and reel experts would 
have but indifferent luck indeed were 
ii no for the unconscious aid tendered 
by the hawks. 
(barracuda hawks have a habit of 
Hying along the water at a great rate 
of speed. 
Every now and 
then 
the 
birds dive into the water 
after 
the 
smaller fish. minnows 
and 
sardines, 
which are driven close to the surface 
of the water by the larger game fish. 
The hawks fly along at a height of not 
more than two or three feet above the 
wat or. 
Fishermen, when they see a flock of 
the hawks “ at work,” diving after the 
little fish, 
know 
immediately 
that 
large fish are to he had in that vicin­ 
ity.
